“Phase one entails the reduction of 
heat by about 20 percent in all non- 
resident buildings on campus, such 
as Halleck Center, Alumni Field- 
house, and the Science Building,” 
says Zawodny. “We also are asking 
students to voluntarily reduce the 
amount of hot water used and to re- 
duce the temperature of their rooms.” 

If the coal situation continues into 
March, phase two would be imple- 
mented. 

“Phase two would involve the man- 
datory reduction of heat in all the 
dorms,” says Zawodny. 

Unlike some other schools in the 
state. Saint Joe’s should not be forc- 
ed to close down. According to 
Zawodny, there is enough coal stock- 
piled to last until spring break. 

“We’ve just received 500 tons of 
coal and will be receiving another 
400 tons this week,” notes Zawodny. 

“This coal is being borrowed from 
institutions with adequate stockpiles 
and will be returned later,” adds 
Hentschel. 


Efforts to bargain with the United 
Mine Workers have thus far been 
futile. A tentative settlement con- 
sidered on Feb. 12 was voted down 
by the UMW bargaining council, 
30-6. Among its provisions was a 
wage and fringe benefit increase of 
37 percent.

Tom Crowley, one of the 1960’s tpp . two-sport athletes at Saint 
Joseph's College, will be inducted into the SJC Sports Hall of Fame here 
Saturday. A 1966 alumnus with a, bachelor’s degree in accounting, 
Crowley starred in basketball as a guard and in baseball as an infielder- 


catcher for the Pumas. 

Looking back on his college career, Crowley has no trouble singling 
out his top thrill as a Saint Joe athlete. That moment came Jan. 27, 1965, 
when he scored 18 points, including the game-winning basket, with four 
seconds to play in . a monumental 61-59 upset of defending NCAA 
champion Cincinnati. 

. “I have absolutely no regrets about the fact that almost all of my time 
at Saint Joseph’s was devpted to either academics or athletics,” Crowley 
says. ”1 took both of these items seriously. During my years on Saint 
Joe teams, wfe played against many great teams ahd great players, and I 
always found this to be very thrilling, rewarding and fulfilling.” 

Though basketball and baseball are. totally different sports, Crowley 
believes they fit nicely into his personal athletic scheme of things. 

“Basketball was always a more pressurized sport in which we 
regularly competed against scholarship athletes,” Crowley recalls. “By its 
very nature, basketball is taken quite seriously, while in baseball, the 
idea Is more to play loose and have fun. Basketball is more intense; 
baseball is more relaxed.” 

Crowley adds that it’s hard to beat the timing of the two sports-he 
always found himself in fine physical condition for baseball as a result of 
the just-completed basketball season. 

Crowley owned the distinction of being the captain of the basket- 
ball team in his junior and senior years, as well as baseball captain as a 
senior. In addition, he was most valuable player in both sports during his 
junior year. A 

As a senior, he won all-Indiana Collegiate Conference honors as a 
catcher, just two months after he was an honorable mention selection to 
the league’s all-star basketball team.
